Dr. Ray Carroll, director of the 
medical branch of Pickaway Coun 
ty’s 
civil 
defense 
organization, 
warned Monday the district might 
be called upon to care for nearly 
2,000 wounded in event of a war 
emergency. 
Dr. Carroll recently attended a 
meeting of civil defense medical 
officers in Columbus. 
“ The role of Circleville in event 
of emergency," he said, “ was ex­ 
plained to be that of an evacuation 
point. And we re located in an evac­ 
uation region which has two target 
areas—Columbus and Lancaster. 
“ Ohio has about 19 target areas 
—more than any other state. Evac­ 
uation a re a | extend for a radius of 
50 miles from each of the vital sec-

Eisenhower 
Due To Talk 
Monday Night 


$250,000 Radio-TV 
Program To Givo Last 
Plea By General, GOP 


BOSTON, 
Nov. 
3 — GD-Gen. 
D\v ight D. Eisenhower comes to the 
end of the campaign trail Monday 
night, making his last great bid for 
the most powerful elective office in 
1 the world, the presidency of the 
i United States. 
He chose Boston, a city rich in 
the traditions of early America, as 
the site for his final effort. 
The approach of zero • hour 
found the Korean war, and the 
problem of war and survival gen­ 
erally, as the top issue of the 
campaign. 
Eisenhower has gone on record 
with the belief that South Korean 
soldiers can be trained in sufficient 
numbers to permit American divis­ 
ions to be withdrawn to rear areas, 
and held in reserve. He says he 
would push such a program if he 
is elected. 
Implementing this, the genera] 
promised to go to Korea himself, 
if he becomes President, to study 
the problem at first hand. 
At the same time, he has fired 
some of his heaviest broadsides at 
President Trum an’s 
government, 
charging it with responsibility for 
conditions that permitted the Ko­ 
rean fighting to start« and 
with 
hiding failed to biulu a South Ko­ 
rean arm y capable of taking over 
its front lines in the 29 months 
since the war started.

We can’t figure our costs with 
any degree of accuracy that would 
serve for discussion, since no plan 
of this sort can have its financial 
factors weighed in advance. The 


i charter would not cost more than 
the present setup. It very likely 
would cost far less. 


We fully realize that accurate fig­ 
ures on costs can’t be given in ad­ 
vance, but we feel the charter 
group at least should give a full 
list of estim ates for comparison 
purposes. Where are they going to 
get all the additional money? 


ELIMINATION OF PRIMARY 
By electing councilmen-at-large 
only, the charter will end ward pol­ 
itics and give council the best quali­ 
fied men in the city. Lopsided rep­ 
resentation under the charter isn’t 
any more of a threat than it is 
under the present mayor-council 
arrangem ent 


Portsmouth discovered it couldn’t 
end ward politics by eliminating 
the prim ary. The wide open ar­ 
rangement proposed u n d e r the 
charter would encourage lopsided 
representation and would permit 
election of men with relatively low 
! vote totals. 


A city income tax isn’t any more 
> likely under the charter than it is 
nowr. A healthier municipal finan­ 
cial condition under the charter 
would make this threat even more 
remote. Such talk of taxes is used 
to blind the average voter. 


THREAT OF INCOME TAX 
If, in attempting to establish this 
plan (which has never been tried 
here) the estim ates would prove 
far short of needs, something simi­ 
lar to an income tax would be nec­ 
essary to pull the city ouf of its fi­ 
nancial tailspin. 


MUNICIPAL COI^T 
The charter itself does not pro­ 
vide a municipal court. However, 
since 
such 
a 
court apparently 
would go far toward easing the 
city’s financial problems, we em ­ 
phasize that the court couM be es­ 
tablished by legislative action and 
go into effect with the charter plan. 
Chillicothe’s municipal court in its 
first year netted $30,000.

TURNOVER IN MANAGERS 


In the early stages of discussion 
a lot of people were fooled into 
backing the charter because they 
thought it included a municipal 
court. Portsmouth proves that such 
a court, though admittedly giving 
the city more money, would only 
pile costs atop the charter costs in 
the final totals. 


The charter deprives a man of 
the “right to vote" because it al­ 
lows him to vote only for council- 
men. This is not sufficient to main­ 
tain an effective control by the vot­ 
ers. Taxpayers would have great 
difficulty changing the top c o m- 
mand if council wouldn’t want to 
change it.

HE SAID THE effect would have 
been felt, also, in the Middle East 
and by Japan.

Eisenhower 
Due To Talk 


Monday Night 


$250,000 Radio-TV 
Program To Give Last 
Plea By General, GOP 


BOSTON, 
Nov. 
3 — LB—Gen 
Dwight D. Eisenhower comes to the 
end of the campaign trail Monday 
night, making his last great bid for 
the most powerful elective office in 
the world, the presidency of the 
United States. 
He chose Boston, a city rich in 
the traditions of early America, as 
the site for his final effort. 
The approach of zero • hour 
found the Korean war, and the 
problem of war and survival gen­ 
erally. as the top issue of the 
campaign. 
Eisenhower has gone on record 
with the belief that South Korean 
soldiers can be trained in sufficient 
numbers to permit American divis 
ions to be withdrawn to rear areas, 
and held in reserve. He says he 
would push such a program if he 
is elected. 
Implementing this, the general 
promised to go to Korea himself, 
if he becomes President, to study 
the problem at first hand. 
At the same time, he has fired 
some of his heaviest broadsides at 
President Truman’* 
government, 
charging it with responsibility for 
conditions that permitted the Ko­ 
rean fighting to start,, and 
with 
hilting failed to build a South Ko­ 
rean army capable of taking over 
its front lines in the 29 months 
since the war started. 


Controversy that originated m ore than a y e ar ago here 
stood at new high levels Monday as Circleville voters 
prepared for the big decision on the city ch arter issue. 
Opposing forces in the debate over m erits of the coun- 
cil-manager plan of government, proposed for Circleville 
and up for a vote at Tuesday’s election, have carried their 
argum ents into activities on the eve of balloting. 
The H erald in this issue presents w hat seem s to be the 
opposing positions on some the points argued.. The inter­ 
pretation in no w ay claim s to be official for either side, 
but seeks only to condense the rival claim s on the specific 
phases under debate. 
For condensation purposes, the views here are given 
in the form of statem ents by hypothetical spokesmen. 
Based upon both verbal and printed statem ents m ade for 
and against the proposed charter, the review is offered 
as follows: 


FOR 
AGAINST 
COSTS OF CHARTER 
We can’t figure our costs with 
any degree of accuracy that would 
serve for discussion, since no plan 
of this sort can have its financial 
factors weighed in advance. The 
charter would not cost more than 
the present setup. It very likely 
would cost far less. 


We fully realize that accurate fig­ 
ures on costs can't be given in ad­ 
vance, but we feel the charter 
group at least should give a full 
list of estimates for comparison 
purposes. Where are they going to 
get all the additional money? 


ELIMINATION OF PRIMARY 
By electing 
councilmen-at-large 
only, the charter will end ward pol­ 
itics and give council the best quali­ 
fied men in the city. Lopsided rep­ 
resentation under the charter isn’t 
any more of a threat than it is 
under the present mayor-council 
arrangement 


Portsmouth discovered it couldn’t 
end ward politics by eliminating 
the primary. The wide open ar­ 
rangement proposed u n d e r the 
charter would encourage lopsided 
representation and would permit 
election of men with relatively low 
vote totals. 


THREAT OF INCOME TAX 
A city income tax isn't any more 
likely under the charter than it is 
now. A healthier municipal finan­ 
cial condition under the charter 
would make this threat even more 
remote. Such talk of taxes is used 
to blind the average voter. 


If, in attempting to establish this 
plan (which has never been tried 
here) the estimates would prove 
far short of needs, something simi­ 
lar to an income tax would be nec­ 
essary to pull the city oui of its fi­ 
nancial tailspin.

The charter deprives a man of 
the “ right to vote” because it al­ 
lows him to vote only for council­ 
men. This is not sufficient to main­ 
tain an effective control by the vot­ 
ers. Taxpayers would have great 
difficulty changing the top c o m ­ 
mand if council wouldn’t want to 
change it. 


The turnover in city managers 
only illustrates how easily a city 
can fire a man who doesn’t get re­ 
sults, and how many communities 
don’t hesitate to do it. 


Frequent reports of city manag­ 
ers losing their jobs in other com­ 
munities under the charter are in­ 
dications of the difficulties those 
cities have. It should be a warning 
to Circleville.

T H E N O B E L A W A RD 
DESERVED HONOR HAS COME to Dr. 
Selman A. Waksman, director of the Rut­ 
gers University Institute of Microbiology, 
in the award at Stockholm of the 1952 Nobel 
Prize for Psysiology and Medicine for his 
important share in the discovery of t h e 
wonder drug streptomycin. He will receive 
his prize of approximately $33,000 Decem­ 
ber 10 from King Gustaf Adolf of Sweden. 
Dr. Waksman was one of a score of scien­ 
tists nominated by scientific bodies all over 
the world, but, after months of deliberation 
by the Caroline Institute of the University 
of Stockholm, he was chosen by a consider­ 
able margin over his nearest competitor. 
It was in 1943 that the discoveryof strep­ 
tomycin obtained from earth mold was an­ 
nounced. But it was evolved from 28 years 
of study begun in 1915 by Dr. Waksman “of 
a humble group of soil micro-organisms, 
the antinomycetes, which in recent years 
have yielded some of the greatest benefits 
to mankind.” 
The citation accompanying the award of 
the Nobel Prize declared streptomycin to 
be the first effective antibiotic for u s e 
against tuberculosis. 
All of the adult life of Dr. Waksman, 64 
years old, who came as an immigrant from 
the Ukraine, has been associated w i t h 
Rutgers and the New Jersey Agricltural 
Experiment Station save when he was 
studying in California for his doctor’s de­ 
gree. A modest man, whose research has 
evolved many other discoveries that have 
brought renown to Rutgers, Dr. Waksman, 
outstanding leader in the field of microbi­ 
ology, said on learning of the award: 
“I feel proud in justifying the ancient 
saying, ‘and from the earth shall come thy 
salvation.’ ”

In very few countries is it still possible 
for the people to elect their own govern­ 
ments. In Russia, for instance, the govern- 
; ment is chosen by the Politburo (now Pre­ 
sidium) of the Communist Party, and the 
j Politburo or Presidium is appointed by 
I Stalin. Their form of government is tech­ 
nically an oligarchy with no power for 
the people. In China, the government seiz­ 
ed power by revolution. In France a n d 
other continental parliamentary countries, 
the government is formed by coalitions of 
splinter parties, the will of people express­ 
ing itself indirectly. 
In the United States, on Tuesday, the 
people will vote for the party in power or 
against the party in power. Even so, there 
is an element of indirection in that the final 
decision is in the electoral college. It is 
possible that a candidate may have a ma­ 
jority of the popular vote but not a major­ 
ity in the electoral college vote. In t h a t 
case, the electoral vote will prevail. 
The people this year vote not only for a 
President and'Vice-President, but also for 
the entire House of Representatives and 
about one-third of the Senate. The selection 
of members of Congress, Representatives 
! and Senators, is of equal importance with 
the election of the President. That is often 
overlooked in the ballyhoo of the campaign, 
but the fact is that the Constitution gives 
to Congress the basic powers of 
govern­ 
ment and therefore every member of that 
body is a significant personage in t h e 
American scheme of things. 
Many Americans were uncertain as to 
how they would vote this year until Harry j 
Truman barged into the campaign. A dlai. 
Stevenson’s first impulse to separate him­ 
self from Truman may prove to have been 
correct. For there can be no doubt that 
Truman made votes for Eisenhower. What 
he attacked was not Eisenhower the Re­ 
publican or Eisenhower the politician. He 
attacked Eisenhower the man. He attack­ 
ed the integrity of one of our military fig­ 
ures and public servants whom he, T r u ­ 
man, had not only elevated but to whom 
he had offered the Democratic nomination 
for the Presidency. 
The lack of logic in Truman's position 
, must have been clear to him because he 


j debased the campaign by a resort to vi­ 
tuperation, smear and vindictive hate not 
witnessed in recent years. Many who were 
uncertain as between Stevenson and Eisen­ 
hower were not at all doubtful about Tru-‘ 
| 
man. They wanted him and his cronies out 
I of office. 
The result is that during the last fort­ 
night o f the campaign, it reduced itself to 
a conflict between Truman and Eisenhow­ 
er, which it ought not to have been. Even 
! should Stevenson be elected, his career as 
| President will bear the scars of Truman- 
ism. 
For the voter there is another considera- j 
tion which has generally been disregarded 
during the campaign: the Republican Par­ 
ty has achieved unity with one exception, 
Senator Wayne Morse. Should General Eis-1 
enhower be elected, it will be possible for 
him to work with his party in Congress, 
Senator Robert A. Taft, the leader in the 
Senate, and Representative Joe Martin,

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T H E N O B E L A W A R D 
DESERVED HONOR HAS COME to Dr. 
Selman A. Waksman, director of the Rut­ 
gers University Institute of Microbiology, 
in the award at Stockholm of the 1952 Nobel 
Prize for Psysiology and Medicine for his 
important share in the discovery of t h e 
wonder drug streptomycin. He will receive 
his prize of approximately $33,000 Decem ­ 
ber IO from King Gustaf Adolf of Sweden. 
Dr. Waksman was one of a score of scien­ 
tists nominated by scientific bodies all over 
the world, but, after months of deliberation 
by the Caroline Institute of the University 
of Stockholm, he was chosen by a consider­ 
able margin over his nearest competitor. 
It was in 1943 that the discovery of strep­ 
tomycin obtained from earth mold was an­ 
nounced.

Spain's New Bonus Plan Bypasses 
The Forgotten Han-The Laborer 


By HAL BOYLE 
MADRID— (JV-Sp ain has co me 
up with a curio us p ro gram fo r the 
p ro blem o f inflatio n which no w 
bedev ils almo st ev ery mo dern 
land. 
After lo sing its attemp t to k eep 
p rices in check during the p ast 
year, Sp ain has decided to try 
ho lding the fo rt by granting a 
series o f cash bo nuses to wo rk ers 
instead o f flat salary increases. 
This is a co mp ro mise wo rk ed 
o ut by Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco ’s adv isers, who earlier 
lick ed Sp ain’s black mark et p ro b­ 
lem by do ing away with biaarre 
exp eriments that had crip p led in­ 
div idual effo rt here. 
The sto p gap co mp ro mise calls 
fo r o ne o r mo re mo nthly salary 
bo nuses to all emp lo yes o f p riv ­ 
ate firms—bo nuses to be p aid en­ 
tirely by the emp lo yer. It was 
ado p ted after a heated argument 
between Sp ain’s labo r minister 
and the minister o f co mmerce. 
The labo r minister said the 
wo rk ers simp ly co uld no t liv e o n 
their p resent inco me. The co m­ 
merce minister co ntended a gen­ 
eral p ay hik e wo uld bring a new 
wav e o f inflatio n. 
The number o f these emergen­ 
cy o ne-mo nth salary bo nuses to 
be granted v aries with the indus­ 
try. Fo r examp le, bank emp lo y­ 
es, who already get a mo nth’s 
p aid v acatio n each year, under 
the new scheme will be p aid 17 
mo nths salary fo r the 11 mo nths 
they wo rk . 
The o rdinary day labo rer, p aid 
by the ho ur, gets no thing extra 
under the p ew p ro gram. He re­ 
mains Sp ain's fo rgo tten m a n- 
feeding and clo thing himself and 
family and to ld it s p atrio tic to 
hav e mo re and mo re children o n 
14 to 18 p esetas a day. That’s be­ 
tween 35 and 45 cents a day. 
He is so lo w o n Sp ain’s eco ­ 
no mic to tem p o le that he o ften 
wo rk s 
witho ut 
sho es 
and 
his 
clo thing is ragged and tattered. 
He is able to get by o nly be­ 
cause ev ery member o f the fam­ 
ily, including the small children, 
wo rk at any jo b they can find. It 
is co mmo n fo r a man in this 
co untry, ev en a go v ernment em­ 
p lo ye, to ho ld two and ev en three 


jo bs if he is fo rtunate eno ugh to 
find that many. 
It do es the day labo rer no go o d 
to p ro test at his p ittance because 
there is p lenty o f unsk illed la­ 
bo r av ailable. Yet the sup p ly o f 
really sk illed labo r is so sho rt 
that Sp ain must imp o rt technic­ 
ians fro m o ther co untries fo r her 
facto ries. 
His utter p o v erty seems lest 
sho ck ing to Juan Lo p ez—Sp ain’s 
co mmo n man—than it do es to 
o utside eyes because Juan has 
had this lo t fo r centuries under 
ev ery regime. 
He remembers 
with yearnings no w the days o f 
the mo narch, which fell in 1931, 
because bread co st less then. And 
to him the p rice o f bread is al­ 
ways mo re imp o rtant than who 
runs the go v ernment. 
Sp ain’s newest Alice in Wo nder­ 
land eco no mic exp eriment, the 
mo nthly bo nus barriers to furth­ 
er inflatio n, means as little to 
Juan Lo p ez as the o utco me o f the 
Kentuck y Derby. All he feels sure 
o f is that he will still be ho lding 
the bag.

Spain’s New Bonus Plan Bypasses 


The Forgotten Man-The Laborer 


By HAL Bo y l e: 
MADRID—i*v-Spain has come 
up with a curious program for the 
problem of inflation which now 
bedevils 
almost every 
modern 
land. 
After losing its attempt to keep 
prices in check during the past 
year, Spain has decided to try 
holding the fort by granting 
a 
series of cash bonuses to workers 
instead of flat salary increases. 
This is a compromise worked 
out by Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco’s advisers, 
who 
earlier 
licked Spain’s black market prob­ 
lem by doing away with bizarre 
experiments that had crippled in­ 
dividual effort here. 
The stop gap compromise calls 
for one or more monthly salary 
bonuses to all employes of priv­ 
ate firms—bonuses to be paid en­ 
tirely by the employer. It was 
adopted after a heated argument 
between Spain’s labor 
minister 
and the minister of commerce. 
The labor 
minister said 
the 
workers simply could not live on 
their present income. The com­ 
merce minister contended a gen­ 
eral pay hike would bring a new 
wave of inflation. 
The number of these em ergen­ 
cy one-month salary bonuses to 
be granted varies with the indus­ 
try. For example, hank employ­ 
es, who already get a 
month’s 
paid vacation each year, under 
the new scheme will he paid 17 
months salary for the ll months 
they work. 
The ordinary day laborer, paid 
by the hour, gets nothing extra 
under the new program. He re ­ 
mains Spain’s 
forgotten 
m a n - 
feeding and clothing himself and 
family and told it s patriotic to 
have more and more children on 
14 to 18 pesetas a day. T hat’s be­ 
tween 35 and 45 cents a day. 
He is so low on Spain’s eco­ 
nomic totem pole that he often 
works 
without 
shoes 
and 
his 
clothing is ragged and tattered. 
He is able to get by only be­ 
cause every member of the fam ­ 
ily. including the small children, 
work at any job they can find. It 
is common for a 
man 
in 
this 
country, even a government em ­ 
ploye, to hold two and even three 


job? if he is fortunate enough to 
find that many. 
It does the day laborer no good 
to protest at his pittance because 
there is plenty of unskilled la­ 
bor available. Yet the supply of 
really skilled labor is so short 
that Spain must import technic­ 
ians from other countries for her 
factories. 
His utter poverty seems 
less 
shocking to Juan Lopez—Spain s 
common m an—than it does to 
outside eyes because Juan 
has 
had this lot for centuries under 
every 
regime. 
He 
rem embers 
with yearnings now the days of 
the monarch, which fell in 1931, 
because bread cost less then. And 
to him the price of bread is al­ 
ways more important than who 
runs the government. 
Spain’s newest Alice in Wonder­ 
land economic 
experiment, the 
monthly bonus barriers to furth­ 
er inflation, means as little 
to 
Juan Lopez as the outcome of the 
Kentucky Derby. All he feels sure 
of is that he will still be holding 
the bag.

Many and varied antibiotic stu­ 
dies which promise so much for 
the future arc being closely watch­ 
ed by farm ers. 
Seven special articles on plant 
and animal disease and growth 
tests have been prepared, f o u r 
concerning antibiotic tests for pig 
growth, another about apparent 
success against animal disease, 
a sixth concerns tests with plant 
sprays and the seventh reports 
trials to speed corn growth. 
Here is a brief roundup of the 
articles. 
1. 
Aureomycin still is tops for 
rushing pigs to market. Purdue 
compared two surfactants (surface 
acting agents) with it, and b o t h 
lagged. Ethomoid C-15 produced no 
better gains than the basal ration 
when it was fed to 35-pound pigs in 
a 7-day test. 
The second surfactant, alkyl ben­ 
zene sulfonate, pushed gains up 
slightly, but results failed to match 
those obtained from aureomycin. In 
an earlier test, when pigs were car­ 
ried to m arket weight, aureomycin 
was much better than alkyl ben­ 
zene sulfonate. 


2. TWO scientists, trying for a 
practical way to get aureomycin 
into pigs the first eight weeks, de­ 
veloped a sow-milk replacer that 
made 50-pounders at 56 days. The 
scientists are improving the ration 
and believe it “ can put pigs on 
their own at a wreek old and make 
them gain faster than on the sow.’* 
3. An Ohio hog man tried a sow- 
milk 
replacer of manufactured 
milk fortified with terram ycin on 
some hopeless looking runt pigs. 
The milk made them pop. 
In a 
week they had good appetites. Cost 
of gain was less than 13 cents a 
pound. 
4. “ Purdue scientists b e l i e v e 
there may be a little benefit from 
feeding aureomycin to brood sows. 
Put you have to use 20 gram s to a 
ton of feed. That’s two or three 
tim es usual rate.” 
5. Bicillin, a penicillin product 
which lasts longer than other 
forms when injected into muscle 
tissue, can be used to fight ship­ 
ping fever, pneumonia, erysipe- 
las, leptospirosis and other anl- 
mal ailments.

Many and varied antibiotic stu­ 
dies which promise so much for 
the future are being closely watch­ 
ed by farmers. 
Seven special articles on plant 
and animal disease and growth 
tests have been prepared, f o u r 
concerning antibiotic tests for pig 
growth, another about apparent 
success against animal disease, 
a sixth concerns tests with plant 
sprays and the seventh 
reports 
trials to speed corn growth. 
Here is a brief roundup of the 
articles. 
1. Aureomycin still is tops 
for 
rushing pigs 
to market. 
Purdue 
com pared two surfactants (surface 
acting agents) with it, and b o t h 
lagged. Ethomoid C-15 produced no 
better gains than the basal ration 
when it was fed to 35-pound pigs in 
a 7-day test.
